London.—Official advices show that ehe 


troubles iu Crete have been undoubtedly 
caused by Greek agitators and that the 
Christians are tbe aggressors. It is be- 
lieved that the Greek government, believ- 
ing the end of the Ottoman empire near, 
thinks it opportune to carry out a long 
cherished desire to annex Crete. The 
papers everywhere urge the powers to 
bring pressure on Greece to prevent her 
from farther aggravating Turkey.

nished surfncoB should bo washed with 
water in which tea leaves have been steep- 
ed for half an hour. This will make thorn 
much brighter than if washed with ayap , 
and water, and, unllko the latter, will nob 
remove too gloss.

HAS A'PITCAIRN BIBLE. 


One oC Theie Noted Books IA Owned by m 


Hartford Society. 


The Connecticut; Historical society in 


Hartford has come into possession of one 
6f the noted Pitcalrn Bibles, which were 
brought to fchls country iroiu Pitcairn is- 
land by Levi Haydcn of the American 
whaling ship Cyrus of Nantuoket in 1840. 
There were two of these Bibles. The sec- 
ond one will be eventually deiwsited with 
the British Bible society in London. 


The two volumes of anciont writ be- 


longed originally ou the ship Bounty, 
which was mutinied in the Pacific ocean 
April 28, 1789. I'lie mutineers sot th« 
commander, Lieutenant Bligh, with his 
adherents, adrift aud made their way to 
Tahiti. There they secured, native women 
and took them as wives to Pibcairu island, 
arriving Jan. 28, 1790. The ship wus de- 
stroyed, and all trace of the mutineers was 
lost for a quarter of a century. 


John Adams was the lust of i^o num- 


ber, and it was due to him that uw Pit- 
cairn Bibles were brought into use. Aftoi 
tho death of all of his associates in the 
mutiny Adams hunted ap the Bibles that 
had been saved from the Bounty aud be- 
gan to teach the pagan women and the 
children. When the islanders were finally 
discovered by civilized seamen, it was as- 
certained that all of them spoke the Eng- 
lish language and were believers in the 
Scriptures. 


In 1839 Levi Hayden of the whaling 


ship Cyrus lauded on the island with the 
ship's blacksmith and spent some time 
there engaged in burning a, pit of char- 
coal. There were 100 personnels the island 
at the time. But all of the original sou- 
tiers, except Tahitlan, the wife of Fletcher 
Christian, who headed the mutiny on the 
Bounty, had died. When Haydon left the 
ialand to return to the Cyrus, he received 
one of the two Bibles from John Adams, 
the grandson, of tho mutineer of that name. 
They wore the Bibles that led to the con- 
version of tho island, and were brought to 
this country as relics of inestimable value. 
For years one of thejn was in the posses* 
sion of President Peletlah Perit of the 
American Seamen's Friend society of New 
York city. The second of the Bibles waa 
given to Hayden by Mary Christian, tha 
daughter of the chief mutineer. This Bible 
was given, June 6, 1840, to the Kev, Dan- 
iel M. Lord of the Fort Hill Seamen's 
Bethel of Boston. Some years ago it went 
to Mrs. Eliza Ann Lorffof Buffalo. 
Ulti- 


mately it will be deposited with the Brit- 
ish Bible society. 


When the Bibles were presented to Hay- 


den on Pitcairn Island in 1839, the giverd 
apologized for the rough and neglected ap* 
pcaranoe which the two books presented, 
Baying that all tho children had used them 
in learning to read. Mr. Levi Hayden died 
lu 1888. Ho was a native of Windsor, in 
this state, and a cousin of H. Sidney Hay* 
den. It is through the latter, who died In 
Windsor a few months ago, that the Blhlq 
which was given to Levi Hayden by John 
Adams has now come into the possession 
of the Connecticut Historical society.— 
New York Times..

fashion again, and the New York Herald 
recently printed an account of one which 
really deserves to bo famous. She belongs 
in Oshkosb, Wis., and has been trained by 
her owner, though little training was nee- 
cssary, to pace against time without a 
driver. This, as Tho Herald observes, ia a 
new departure in niciiig methods. 


There is no pacemaker, no guiding, ua 


whipping, no urging, no interference or 
prompting of the mare in utiy way. She 
knows her lines and goes through them 
without faltering and with every sign of 
full confidence in her own knowledge and 
ability, 


Sho is led to a point about a hundred 


yards from the wire and is in perfect ac- 
tion when she receives the word "Go!" 
from the starter in the judges' stand. On 
getting the word the handsome unimal 
quickens her speed, and around the track 
she goes as though running awuy. She 
kcops close to the inner rtiil, seemingly 
through instinct, though she never leaves 
the track, whether it bo inclosed or not. 


Every mile is paced without a break 


and us evenly as though she were steadied 
by a skillful driver. The novelty of the 
performance and the dushing beauty of ths 
intelligent animal win admiration wher- 
ever she appears, and the finish ia always 
attended with enthusiastic cheering. 


A notable featuro of the performance Is 


that the lasc quarter ia always the fastest, 
and no demonstration from the crowd ever 
makes her lose her stride or even slow up. 
Aftor passing the wire Marion seems to 
know that her task is completed, and her 
bright eyes search tho track for the groom, 
who stands ready with cooling blankets a 
short distance up the stretch. When blan- 
keted, she to returned to tho starter for 
recognition and views the applauding 
corwds with an air of conscious pride and 
satisfaction.

Tar and feathers origi- 
nated iii the days of Richard Cceur de 
Lion, ove* 800 years ago, as is evidenced 
by one of his ordinances for seamen, aa 
follows: 'That if any man is taken with 
theft or pickery, and thereof convicted, ho 
shall have his head polled and hot pitch 
poured upon his pate, and upon that tho 
feathers of some pillow or cushion shaken 
aloft that he may thereby be known for » 
thief.1 "—Washington Star.
